Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  New  Portland  qualified 
by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to  assemble  at  I.  0.  O.  F.  Hall  in  New 
Portland  village,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  second  day  of  March, 
A.  D.  ,1908,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  to  wit: 

Article  1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.    To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  receive  and  act  upon  the  several  reports  of  the  town 
officers. 

Art.  4.    To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing, 

Art.  5.  To  choose  a  road  commissioner  or  road  commissioners  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
common  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
free  high  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  ,  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
for  supplies,  repairs  and  text  books  for  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  support  of  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
summer  roads  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
snow  road  in  winter  of  1908-09. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  provision  of  Chap.  112  of  the  Public  Laws  of  Maine, 
for  the  year  1907,  rela.ting  to  the  appropriation  of  money  necessary  to 
entitle  the  town  to  state  aid  for  highways  for  the  year  1908. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise,  appropriate  and  set  apart 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  main  highways  within  the  town 
such  sum  of  money  as  is  contemplated  and  directed  by  Sec.  5  of  Chap. 
H2,  of  the  Public  Laws  of  Maine,  for  the  year  1907,  being  the  sum  of 
$45.00 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
pay  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount,  and  if  so, 
how  much,  on  all  taxes  assessed  in  1908  that  are  paid  on  or  before  a 
date  to  be  fixed  by  the  town  under  this  article. 

Art.  16  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  collect  interest  on  all  un- 
paid taxes  assessed  in  1908,  after  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  town  under 
this  article,  and  if  so  at  what  rate. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  recind  the  vote  whereby 
they  voted  "To  abate  the  taxes  of  the  Carrabassett  Stock  Farms  Co. 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  on  its  power  house  machinery  and  any  new 
mill  or  improvements  that  it  may  build  or  make  at  its  plant  at  East 
New  Portland,  State  and  County  tax  not  to  be  abated." 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  superintend- 
ing school  committee  to  join  with  either  or  any  of  the  following  towns, 
to  wit,  Anson,  Embden,  New  Vineyard  and  Kingfield,  for  the  purpose 
of  employing  superintendent  of  schools  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
vissions  of  Sections  4c  to  45  inclusive,  of  Chap.  15,  Revised  Statutes. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  re- 
pairing the  school  house  on  Portland  Hill,  or  building  a  new  one,  and 
what  sum  of  money  they  will  raise  for  said  purpose. 

Art.  20.  To  see  where  town  meetings  shall  be  held  and  how 
called  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  to  maintain  a 
school  at  the  White  school  house  near  J.  W.  Dunlap's. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  to  support  a 
school  at  the  Brick  school  house. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  mantaiu  a  school  at  the 
Red  school  house  on  Portland  Hill. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  continue  to  mantain  a  school  on 
Millay  Hill. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  list  of  jurors 
as  revised  by  the  municipal  officers. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  hire  an  office,  for  the 
selectmen  and  buy  a  safe  to  keep  the  town  books  in,  and  how  much 
money  they  will  vote  to  raise  for  said  purpose. 

The  selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  revising  and  correcting  the  list  of  voters  at  1.  O.  O.  F.  hall  in 
said  town  at  nine  o'clock,  in  the  forenoon,  on  the  day  of  said  meeting.

Report  of  Supt.  of  Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  New  Portland: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  public  schools  of  the  town  for  the  year  ending  Febru- 


ary 17,  j 908. 

Whole  number  in  town  between  5  and  2r  years  of  age   251 

Whole  number  attending  school   191 

Number  of  separate  schools  maintained  11 

Number  of  teachers  employed   20 

Number  of  weeks  of  school   27 

Estimated  value  of  school  property    $4,500 


The  school  on  Mil  lay  Hill  for  the  school  year  had  an  average  of 
6.8,  that  at  the  Red  School  House  6.9,  and  that  at  the  White  School 
House  5.8,  thus  necessitating  a  vote  of  the  town  in  each  instance,  if 
these  schools  are  to  be  continued  for  the  next  year. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS 

The  object  of  the  free  text  book  law,  which  was  enacted  by  the 
legislature  twenty  years  ago  was  to  insure  a  more  complete  uniformity 
of  text  books,  and  to  provide  for  those  who  might  be  unable  to  furnish 
proper  books  for  themselves. 

This  law  has  not  proved  to  be  wholly  an  unmixed  blessing.  While 
it  has  secured  the  two  objects  intended,  it  has  introduced  the  element 
of  waste.  This  element  of  waste  can  be  counteracted  only  by  the  com- 
bined watchfulness  of  parents,  teachers  and  superintendent.  Under  the 
old  system,  whereby  parents  were  obliged  to  purchase  books  for  their 
children,  boys  and  girls  were  taught  to  use  their  text-books  with  care, 
and  the  same  books  frequently  served  one  after  the  other,  all  the  mem- 
bers of  a  large  family.  Under  the  present  system  there  is  prevalent 
among  children,  and  to  some  extent  among  parents,  a  feeling  of  irres- 
ponsibility regarding  the  care  of  schoolbooks.  This  feeling  of  irrespon- 
sibility is  inexcusable  and  expensive.  There  seems  to  be  in  the  minds 
of  many  children  an  indefinite  idea  that  school  books  are  in  some 
mysterious  manner  furnished  them  without  cost  either  to  themselves 
or  to  their  parents.  They  should  be  made  to  understand  that  their 
fathers  are  paying  for  their  books  just  the  same  now  as  they  did  before 
the  free  text  book  law  was  enacted,  only  the  buying  is  done  by  some 
one  else  and  the  paying  for  them  comes  through  the  method  of  tax- 
ation. While  the  teachers  have  been  instructed  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible for  the  care  and  the  preservation  of  the  books,  this  is  a  work 
in  which  the  parents  can,  if  they  will,  be  of  very  great  assistance. 

During  the  past  year  our  bill  for  text  books  has  been  heavy.  About 
twenty-five  dollars  were  expended  for  books  for  the  common  schools, 
the  remainder  of  this  bill  was  expended  for  books  used  in  our  High 
Schools. 
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This  increased  expenditure  was  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  scholars  in  our  two  High  Schools  has  increased  from 
thirty  last  year  to  fifty  this  year.  And  since  this  increase  in  number 
is  the  result  of  the  large  entering  class  it  will  be  necessary  during  the 
next  year  and  in  succeeding  years  to  purchase  books  sufficient  to  sup- 
ply the/lemand  as  the  pupils  advance  in  regular  course. 

The  old  grammars  have  been  exchanged  for  the  new  edition  by  the 
same  author  and  new  texts  in  Algebra  and  English  literature  have 
been  purchased.  Before  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  I  would  advise 
that  Swiuton's  "Outline  of  the  World's  History"  be  exchanged  for 
some  more  modern  text  book. 

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOLS 
At  the  present  time  the  condition  of  our  high  schools  is  such  that 
they  are  recognized  by  the  State  as  being  of  standard  grade;  that  is,  we 
are  allowed  to  receive  pupils  from  other  towns  having  no  Free  High 
Schools  and  collect  tuition  from  those  towns.  It  will  be  necessary, how- 
ever, if  this  standard  is  to  be  maintained,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  it 
will,  that  the  course  of  study  be  further  strengthened  before  ;the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  school  year.  The  especial  weakness  is  along  the 
line  of  the  natural  sciences,  the  facilities  for  teaching  which  must  be 
improved  upon,  if  our  schools  are  to  continue  their  present  grade  of 
excellence. 

The  school  year  will  be  thirty  weeks,  the  attendance  is  good  and 
our  teachers  are  working  earnestly  for  the  advancement  of  their  pupils. 

REPAIRS 

During  the  past  year,  the  wood  shed  at  New  Portland  has  been 
completed  as  recommended  last  year  and  the  house  at  N.  New  Portland 
has  been  shingled.  Beyond  these  items,  repairs  have  been  done  only 
as  necessity  demanded. 

During  the  next  year  one  side  of  the  Brick  House  should  be  shin- 
gled and  a  new  door  and  frame  purchased.  New  windows  are  needed 
at  the  Millay  Hill  school  house  and  the  Parsons'  school  house  needs 
shingling.  The  Red  school  house  is  in  an  extremely  dilapidated  condi- 
tion and  if  a  school  is  to  be  maintained  in  this  house,  its  condition 
should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee. 

TEACHERS 

While  it  is  true  that  successful  school  work  demands  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  parents,  teachers,  pupils  and  superintendent,  the  most 
important  factor  is  the  teacher.  A  good  teacher  can  do  much  even  with 
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indifferent  support;  but  no  amount  of  encouragement,  sympathy  or  sup- 
port will  make  it  profitable  for  the  really  poor  teacher  to  continue  her 
work.  In  other  words  there  cannot  be  the  ideal  school  without  the 
ideal  teacher. 

It  has  been  our  desire  when  possible  to  engage  and  retain  teachers 
for  the  school  year,  but  many  changes  have  been  necessary.  Some  of 
these  changes  have  been  due  to  resignation  on  the  part  of  those  em- 
ployed and  others  because  it  seemed  best  to  the  committee  and  super- 
intendent that  a  change  be  made.  The  teachers,  as  a  whole,  have  been 
interested  in  their  work,  attentive  to  their  duties  and  the  relations  be- 
tween teachers  and  superintendent  have  been  harmonious.  They  have 
willingly  received  suggestions  from  the  superintendent  and  usually 
have  been  prompt  in  acting  upon  them. 


For  the  school  year  of  1907-08  I  would  recommend  that  the  town 
raise  as  follows: 


While  the  schools  have  been  as  a  whole  fairly  successful  during 
the  past  year  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  several  respects,  'and 
this  improvement  should  be  earnestly  sought  by  parents,  school  officers 
and  teachers.  No  department  of  a  town's  administration  is  of  so  great 
importance  as  the  schools.  While  good  roads  and  bridges  seem  to  be 
a  necessity,  while  street  lights  and  sidwalks  are  desirable,  these  things 
are  secondary  to  the  education  of  the  children.  What  the  town  needs, 
and  should  demand,  is  not  cheaper  schools,  but  better  schools;  not  the 
expenditure  of  a  smaller  amount  of  money,  but  a  wise  and  economical 
use  of  all  the  funds  set  apart  for  educational  purposes. 

As  superintendent  I  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  school  department  of  the  town  on  business  principles,  and  as  great 
a  degree  of  economy  has  been  employed  as  seemed  consistent  with 
progress.  The  members  of  the  school  committee  have  had  a  sympa- 
thetic interest  in  all  my  work  and  have  given  me  their  cordial  sup- 
port. They  have  at  all  times  been  ready  to  advise  and  assist,  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  them.
